“May I express my fear that considerable ill-effects will be felt 
by the village should this planning application be successful. 


You are probably aware that the orizinal planning application 
has now been withdrawn and that a new application has been submitted by 
placing the structures approx.250 yards further down the bridleway to 
Leadenporch Farm. However, the vrovosec new position is still on high 
ground and the distance from village centre remains ay»prox.1320 yards. 


It appears that no studies of environmental effects have heen 
made and no reports or guantitive details are available. The informa- 
tion that is available, however, leads me to fear thet both noise and 
smell will be obtrusive. The houses are to be used for rearing-30 
thousand chickens on a ten week cycle prior to transportation to Clifton 
for vrocessing. Resulting excrement is to be soread on surrounding 
fields. It is my experience that the smell of chicken manure is 
exceptionally acrid, pungent and lingering. I dispute that the residue 
from this quantity of birds can be dismissed as a ‘typical farmyard 
smell" as suggested by the Planning Dept. Statements by affected 
parties in the local and netional press sup sort this. 


On the consideration of noise levels it has surprisec me that no 
enauiries have been made by the Planning Dept. resarding activity taking 
place at night and especially in consideration of the high ground on 
which the structures are to be sited. T stand correctable in any of 
these statements and have no desire to intrude on another's business, 
but after..considerable deliberation I must object to such changes as 
these affecting the village and home. May I respectfully urge the 
members of the Parish Council, whose recommendation to the Planning Dept. 
is not without weicht, more carefully to consider this issue and 
perhaps visit a local breeding house to experience the effects at 
first hand.
